JULES  MASSENET 


The  music  of  jMassenet,  the  composer  of 
“Thais,”  has  recently  been  described  by  Philip 
Hale  as  “peculiarly  feminine,  — melodically, 
sentimentally,  sensuously  feminine.  One  of 
his  French  biographers,  a rhapsodist,  charac- 
terized it  as  having  a ^parfum  yonique^'  a 
characterization  not  easily  translated  into 
our  matter-of-fact  English.  And  when  Mas- 
senet would  be  dramatically  vigorous,  he  is 
usually  noisy,  and  his  instrumentation,  at  other 
times  delicate,  exquisite,  then  reminds  one  of 
Saint-Saens’s  dictum  that  women  composers 
writing  for  orchestra  are  more  violent  than 
men,  for  they  fear  lest  they  be  reproached  for 
a lack  of  virility.” 

Yet,  at  the  present  time  Massenet  is  the 
most  prevalently  popular  of  all  the  French 
composers,  and  his  works,  since  their  creator’s 
death  in  1912  in  France,  are  being  revived 
extensively  throughout  the  operatic  world. 

Of  Massenet,  the  man  and  his  life,  Mr.  Hale, 
in  reviewing  the  French  musician’s  autobiog- 
raphy, writes:  “The  ‘Souvenirs’  reveals,  first 
of  all,  the  amiability  of  Massenet,  his  wish  to 
find  good  in  everything,  his  kindness  toward 
younger  musicians,  his  courtesy,  and  also  a 
harmless  self-appreciation.  There  is  nothing 
about  his  birthplace,  a little  village  near  St. 


Etienne,  the  town  of  mines  and  factories  so 
picturesquely  described  by  Jules  Janin  some 
eighty  years  ago.  His  mother  was  the  best 
of  mothers.  ‘She  gave  me  my  moral  educa- 
tion,’ and  she  insisted  when  he  was  ten  years 
old  that  every  night  he  should  jot  down  the 
events  of  the  day,  and  not  be  ashamed  to  note 
an  unworthy  speech  or  action.  The  father 
had  been  an  army  officer  under  Napoleon,  and 
a friend  of  Marshal  Soult.  The  mother  taught 
Jules,  and  the  boy  passed  the  examination  at 
the  conservatory  in  1851.  His  mother  had 
been  his  only  teacher.” 

In  1863  he  won  the  Prix  de  Rome  and  went 
to  Italy  to  complete  his  studies.  His  first 
work  to  be  produced  at  the  Opera  Comique 
was  “La  Grande  Tante,”  but  his  first  pro- 
nounced success  was  his  “Don  Caesar  de 
Bazan,”  first  performed  November  13,  1872. 
“Le  Roi  Lahore”  (1877)  and  “Herodiade” 
(1881)  found  still  greater  favor,  and  paved 
the  way  for  the  wide  popularity  of  his  “Manon,’* 
presented  at  the  Opera  Comique  in  1884. 
The  following  year  “Le  Cid”  was  offered  the 
public;  “ Esclarmonde”  was  written  for  Miss 
Sanderson  in  1889.  “Werther”  made  its  ap- 
pearance three  years  later,  and  “Thais”  had 
its  initial  presentment  at  the  Opera  in  1894.

During  this  time  it  has  been  trying  out  cloth  upholstery 
for  touring  cars  and  now  recommends  it  as  an  excellent 
alternative  in  cases  where  discriminating  customers 
desire  something  better  than  standard  leather. 

Color  schemes  have  been  ruined  because  the  leather 
could  not  be  made  to  harmonize,  and  there  have  been 
other  instances  where  the  color  scheme  of  the  car  has 
been  spoiled  because  the  leather  did  not  wear,  due 
entirely  to  some  flaw  in  manufacture,  leather  being 
acknowledged  one  of  the  most  difficult  materials  to 
handle  successfully. 

Even  where  it  is  possible  to  work  out  distinctive 
color  schemes  with  leather,  the  effect  is  all  lost  the 
moment  seat  covers  are  used,  and  one  might  just  as 
well  use  some  cheap,  durable  material  to  cover  springs 
and  rely  upon  the  seat  covers  for  final  effect. 

The  result  of  this  is  bound  to  be  one  of  uniformity 
and  loss  of  distinction,  since  it  is  impossible  to  get  a wide 
selection  of  seat  cover  materials  that  are  durable.  With 
slip  covers  it  is  as  though  a man  wore  a duster  all  his 
life  so  that  his  clothes  might  have  a higher  value  in  the 
second-hand  clothes  dealers. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  send  a cloth-finished  car  to  the 
cleaners,  since  naphtha  soap  and  hot  water  applied 
with  a brush  will  remove  almost  any  grease  stain.  It 
is  also  waterproof  to  the  degree  that  water  will  not 
penetrate  unless  it  is  allowed  to  stand  in  a puddle  or  is 
rubbed  into  the  material. 

Leather  to  be  durable  must  be  tightly  stretched.  Slip 
covers  to  look  well  must  be  also  tightly  stretched.  This 
stretching  reduces  the  efficiency  of  cushion  springs  and 
makes  the  car  seem  hard  riding. 

The  stretching  is  not  necessary  with  touring  cloth. 
Uncovered  leather  is  slippery,  it  is  hot  in  hot  weather 
and  cold  in  cold  weather.  The  cloth  is  more  comfortable 
than  slip  covers,  and  vastly  more  so  than  uncovered 
leather. — New  York  Tribune.
